NOTIFICATION BY THE SOUTHERN GUJARAT 

OILSEEDS MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION, LTD,,

The approval of the Deputy Director, Forward Mar- 
kets Commission, under Sub-section 1 of Section 11 of 
the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 
1952) read with Notification of the Government of 
India, Ministry of Commerce and Industry, No. S.O. 
1162, dated the 4th May 1960, has been obtained to 
the following amendments made to the Bye-laws of the 
Southern Gujarat Oilseeds Merchants’ Association, Ltd., 
Palej, the same having been previously placed on the 
Notice Board of the Association, pursuant to Section 11 
of the said Act and Rule 11 of the Forward Contracts 
(Regulation) Rules 1954. 

AMENDMENTS 

In the said Bye-laws : — 

I. In Bye-law 27 for the words & figure “made appli- 
cable to the trading in hedge contract for the said deli- 
very month under Bye-law 267(e)” the words and 
figure "applicable to the contract under Bye-law 264” 
shall be substituted. 

II. In Bye-law 76, the word “brokerage” shall be 
omitted and the words “The amount of brokerage shall 
be paid on the first day of the delivery month of each 
delivery", shall be added at the end. 

III. In Bye-law 111, the words “For April Delivery, 
delivery orders can be issued for goods lying in open 
place or compound also.” shall be added at the end. 

IV. In. Bye-law 113, in clause (b) (it) after the word 
“godown" the words “or open place or compound” shall 
be added. 

V. In Bye-law 131, after the word “godown” the 
words “or open place or compound” shall be added. 

VI. In Bye-law 135, for the existing clause (b), the 
following shall be substituted — namely 

"(b) In October delivery the seller shall give 
delivery of the goods at such up-country centre 
from a godown or a place having roof over 
it after weighment of the same the charges of 
which are to be borne by him (seller). While 
in April Delivery the seller can give delivery 
of the goods at such up-country centre from 
a godown or open place or compound at his 
option after weighment of the same the charges 
of which are to be borne by him (seller). If 
the buyer has paid full value of the goods, 
then the seller shall at the buyer’s request, in 
writing, provide storage facilities at the buyer’s 
risk but free from any charge for a period not 
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exceeding one month from the date of deli- 
very.” 

In clause (c) of this Bye-law after the word "delivery” 
the words “in loose or" shall be added. 

VII. In Bye-law 245, after the word “tendered” the 
words “in loose or” shall be added. 

VIII. In Bye-law 256, for the existing clause (b) the 
following shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(b) If the seller does not issue delivery order for 
the fulfilment of his outstanding sale transac- 
tions by the last tender day of the delivery 
period, the seller shall pay damages equivalent 
to the difference between the rate of previous 
clearing or the rate of the contract (whichever 
is applicable) and the due date rate provided 
such rate is higher than the rate of the previ- 
ous clearing or the rate of the contract. The 
seller shall also pay penalty as prescribed in 
Bye-law 127, provided the amount so prescrib- 
ed does not exceed the amount equivalent to 
the difference between the due date rate and 
the maximum rate fixed. In case the amount 
of penalty prescribed under Bye-law 127 ex- 
ceeds the difference between due date rate and 
the maximum rate fixed, the penalty payable 
shall be equivalent to the difference between 
the due date rate and the maximum rate fixed. 

If the seller has issued delivery order with- 
out any goods_ lo tender against the same or 
the seller or his muccadam or his agent does 
not give delivery of the goods, the buyer shall 
act in accordance with other Bye-laws and 
shall be entitled to a penalty of Rs. 3.00 per 
250 kgs.” 

IX. After Bye-law 288, the following new Bye-law 
shall be added as Bye-law 289, namely : — 

“289. The amendments to Bye-laws 111, 113(b) 
(ii), 131, 135(b), 135(c), 245 & 256(b) shaH 
apply to October 1964 and subsequent hedge 
contracts in cottonseed and for the purpose of 
April 1964 hedge contract in cottonseed the 
provisions of Bye-laws 111, 113(b) (ii), 131, 
135(b), 135(c), 245 and 256(b) as they stood 
on the date of the commencement of trading 
in April 1964 delivery, viz., 23rd November 
1963, shall apply.”
